PENSION AGENCIES.

Washington, March 20.—Tho House 
Invalid Pension Committee have indorsed 
the bill of the Appropriation Committee 
to abolish all pension agencies and pay pen 
sioners direct from the Treasury. The bil 
provides that pensioners send vouchers to 
the Treasury, and a draft for the pension 
be returned, the draft payable at any mon- 
ey-order post office. Tne bill will have the 
support in the House of the Appropriation 
and Pension Committees. It is claimed 
$200,000 can be saved annually by this 
plan. It now costs $300,000 a year to main 
tain pension agents, and it is estimated that 
$100,000 will pay for the additional clerks 
necessary in the Treasury to operate the 
new plan.

What Constitutes Baggage? 
The Railway Age devotes a page to set­ 
ting forth the law as regards the care of 
baggage, the following being a summary of 
the conclusions reached: 
1. That baggage is wearing apparel, and 
such other articles as are carried for the 
traveler a use or instruction ; not articles of 
trade or for pecuniary profit. 
2. That a reasonable amount of money 
carried for traveling expenses is baggage. 
3. That a charge for baggage cannot be 
made in addition to the price for the ticket, 
unless it exceeds the prescribed or reasons* 
hie weight. 
4. That a check must be given for each 
parcel of baggage received by the compa­ 
ny. 
5. That a notice, limiting the liability of 
the company tor the loss of baggage, pub­ 
lished on the back ot the passenger ticket, 
or baggage check, is insufficient to be of 
legal effect. 
ti. That the earlier is responsible tor the 
loss of, or injury to baggage, Dot occasion­ 
ed by the act of God or the public enemy.

The Mad Stone. 
Louisville Couner-Journai: 
Mr. Harry 
R. Phillips who resides on Third street, 
between 
Breckinridge and 
Kentucky, 
brought to this office yesterday a mad stone 
weighing about three ounces, which be said 
bad been preserved by his family for near­ 
ly fifty years. The mad-stone beard a little 
resemblance to the honeycomb, except that 
it is cone-shaped, the ceils at the base bav* 
mg thick walls, but gradually merging into 
a more solid substance as they approach 
the apex. The stone has a broad, smooth 
surface at base, and within the little cells 
there is a delicate fibrous substance much 
resembling the pitch of some vegetable 
product. Mr. Philips said the stone was 
once used by an aunt of his who was bit­ 
ten by a rabid dog. 
This one was first 
dipped In milk and then applied to the 
wound. It stuck to the part like a leech 
until all the virus was absorbed, and then 
dropped ofl It was then placed in a vessel 
containing hot water, and quickly a dark 
greenish substance arose from it and 
spread over the surface, this being the test 
that the wound was filled with the virus of 
the mad dog. The lady recovered from 
the wound without a symptom of bvdron- 
hia..

AN ACT to provide for the election of two asso­ 
ciate justices of the supreme court of the state 
of Wisconsin. 
Wit EBBA* The legislature of this State, at the an* 
nual session for the year 187ti, proposed and 
adopted, by a vote of a majority of the members 
elected to each of tne two houses, an amend­ 
ment to the constitution of this b u tt, in the 
fallowing language: 
“Besotted by the Senate, the Assembly concurr­ 
ing: Tnat section 4 of article VII of the con­ 
stitution be amended so as to read: Becilon 4. 
The supreme court shall consist of one chief 
justice and tour associate Justices, to be elect­ 
ed by tho qualified electors of the state. The 
legislature shall, at its first session after tte 
adoption of this amendment, provide by law for 
the election of two associate Justices of said 
court, to hold their offices respectively for term* 
ending two and lour years respectively, alter tne 
end of the term of the justices ol the said court 
then last to expire. And thereafter the chief 
justices and the associate justices of said court 
shall be elected and boid their offices respec­ 
tively for the term of ten y e a r s aud 
W h e r e a s , The foregoing propose amendment to 
the constitution ol the blate was duly ratified 
and agreed to by the legislate ol 1877, and duly 
submitted to the people of the 8tato of Wiscon 
•in for approval and ratification, at the general 
election beld in said State, November, 1877, and 
was by a majority of the electors of auld blate 
voting thereon al said election, approved and 
ratified; and 
W h e r e a s , Said amendment has now become a 
part of the constitution of the Slate of Wiscon­ 
sin: therefore 
The People of the Stale of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as fallout: 
Section I. There shall be chosen by the quali­ 
fied electors of this State at an election to bo held 
in the several miles, viands, town and election 
!rennet* of theststcof Wisconsin, on the first 
uesday ot April, 1878, two associate justices of 
the supreme court of the bisie of Wisconsin, to 
hold their offices respectively for the terms end­ 
ing two and four years, on sod after the drat Mon­ 
day of January, 1881: and thereafter tho chiel 
justice and associate justices of said court shall 
be elected to hold their offices respectively for tho 
term of ten years. 
Section 2. The ballot to be used or cast at such 
election for associate justices may be written or 
printed, aud shall contain the names ol two per­ 
sons legally qualified to bold judicia office in this 
State. Over the name of the first person on such 
ballot shall be written or printed the words: *'For 
associate justice ol the supreme court for the 
term ending on the first Monday ut January, 
1888." Over the name of the second person oa 
said ballot the words, written or primed: “For 
assot late justice of the supreme court lur the 
term ending on the first Monday of January, 
1S80.” Said ballots for associate justices shall 
be cast in a separate box, to be provided at each 
election precinct tor that purpose. 
Section 3. The persons duly elected at such 
election may quality a* soon ae the result of such 
election Is officially declared, and shall enter up­ 
on the discharge of the duties of their respective 
offices upon their election and qualification, put 
•naut to law. The secretary of state shall give 
the substance of the preamble of this act, togeth ­ 
er with the act itself, In the notice of said J udicial 
election, such notice to be given In tho same way 
and manner as now provided by law for notice of 
election of Judges of the supreme court. 
Section 4. The votes cast tor said J ustices shall 
be counted and returned by the Inspectors of the 
election In all respects as votes for blate officers 
are counted aud returned, and the officers in 
counties now designated b y la w to canvass the 
returns of votes for State ulcers shall ranvass 
the returns in their respective counties on said 
election, and certify ana return the result to the 
State canvassers, at tho same time and places,
